Chicago, June 22.—With tho party 


admittedly facing tho greatest crisis 


in its history, William Howard Taft

Tile revolt of many of the Roose­ 
velt delegates in the convention was 
open from the i oment the i erm anent 
toll containing the names

tested delegates v as approved. “Val­ 
edictory 
st ate mc. is 
were 
read in 
behalf of ( clone; Roosevelt, asking 
that his name be not presented and 
that his delegates sit in mute protest 
against all further proceedings. 
A great m ajority of the Roosevelt 
delegates in Illinois and all in the 
Missouri and idaho delegations de­ 
clined to follow this advi; e, but Col­ 
onel Roosevelt’s sway over the dele­ 
gations 
from 
California, 
Kansas. 
Maine, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Je r­ 
sey, Pennsylvania, South Dakota and 
West Virginia was all but absolute. 
Delegates from these 
states 
a n ­ 
nounced their purpose of helping tc 
gi\e Mr. 
Roosevelt an 
independent 
nomination. 


J he split occasioned 
no surprise 
and it was but a fulfillment of pre­ 
dictions that had been made during 
the past several days. 
The closing scenes of the con von 
tion were marked by counter demon 
s ta tio n s for President Taft and Col­ 
onel Roosevelt. 


The first vote after the announce 
ment of 
the 
Roosevelt 
valedictory 
came in the adoption of the part; 
platform. The affirmative vote wa; 
666. Roosevelt delegates present and 
not voting numbered 343. There were 
53 noes, 36 of them from the La Pol 
lette states of Wisconsin and NorU 
Dakota. 


Senator LaFollette was placed

fore the convention but Colonel Roos. 
v olts wishes were carried out by his 
followers, and they remained silent 


during the call of the states for nom­ 
ination.

Chicago, June 22.—Form er Presi­

President on an independent ticket 
tonight in the dying hours of the re­ 
publican national convention in whicli 
he had met defeat. 
Followers

Roosevelt 
gathered in Orchestra hall, less than 
a mile from the Coliseum, and pledged 
their support to the 
former 
presi­ 
dent. 
In accepting the nomination, Col­ 
onel Roosevelt a p|H'a led to the people 
of all sections, regardless of party af­ 
filiations, to stand with the founders 
of the new party, one of whose car­ 
dinal principles, he said, was to be, 
“Thou shalt not steal.” 
The informal .mminatio.i of Colon­ 
el Roosevelt was tx.id to be chiefly 
to effect a temporary* organization, 
Beginning tomorrow, when a call is 
lo be issued for a slate convention 
in Illinois, the Work of organ.zation 
will be pushed rapidly, state by state. 
At a later time, probably in August 
it is intended that i 
n a tio ra ’ con­ 
vention shall be held. Colona Roose­ 
velt, in accepting the nomination to­ 
night, said he did so ot 
the under­

London.—If ill goes well and there 
ere no serious delays, three or four 
years hence the London county coun­ 
cil will have completed what it is be­ 
lieved will be the most wonderful map 
in the whole world. Seventeen years 
have already been consumed in its 
preparation and $85,000 has been ex­ 
pended on research and labor connect­ 
ed with it. A further expenditure of 
about $25,000 is looked forward 
to 
with equanimity by the authorities. 
The great map will really constitute 
a twentieth-century London edition of 
England’s famous 
Doomsday 
Book. 
For it will show 
practically 
every 
building in the 116 square mile# that 
go to make up greater London, set­ 
ting forth, as far as possible, the moat 
Important owners. 
It has often been said that London 
waa owned by a few great landlords, I 
such as the Duke of 
Westminster, 
Lord Howard de Walden, Lord Cado^ 
gan, the Duke of Bedford and the 
Dude cf Norfolk. That la, of course, 
true in a general way, but this map 
shows that there are no fewer than 
36,600 private owners who each pos­ 
sess enough property to make a not­ 
able showing on Its face. 
The map will not ba issued to the 
public, but is really being prepared for 
the use of the county council itself. It 
is being drawn to the scale of five 
square feet to the square mile, so that 
the completed map, which, of course, 
will be made In sections, will measure 
680 feet by 580 feet, or l-82d of a 
square mile in area.
